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Confidence growing 
for Catholic schools

Confidence in Catholic schools is high 
and it’s growing. 


That is the consensus of the team which 
today heads the schools department of the 
diocesan education ministry. 


“OUR SCHOOLS ARE very alive and 
growing. The quality of our education is 
growing, simply because it’s rooted in the 
Lord. Catholic education is a growth 
industry, with an excellent product and an 
excellent market for the product.” 


These are the sharp, crisp comments 
you get when you ask the team straight 
questions. 


The team consists of Father John 
Cuddigan, SJ, superintendent of schools; 
Sister Ann Patricia, associate super- 
intendent; Sister Rose Schmidt, director of 
personnel; Sister Gertrude Ann, director of 
special programs. 


CATHOLIC SCHOOLS are over any 
“crisis of confidence” they tell you. The 
bishops in the United States have 
reaffirmed their faith in the schools, and 
Catholic schools have a firm place in the 
future. 


This reflects the positive outloook of the 
four sisters and the priest now guiding the 
destiny of our schools. 


Catholic schools have a “secret,” as 
columnist Nick Thimmesch recently 
pointed’ out—“they stress basic educa- 
tion, discipline and a values system and 
foster a sense of humanity.” 


HE SAID IT IS a nationwide fact that 
pupils at Catholic schools are doing so 
much better when compared with their 
counterparts at public schools. 


Most schools still require uniforms. 
They also demand homework. And they 
expect children to pay attention in class. 
As Thimmesch put it: ‘‘There is no 
slouching teacher in casual clothing who 
sits on a desk and asks the class to call 
him ‘Jim’. 


“There are no frills, no ‘special’ teachers 
or ‘resource people’ for the classroom 
teacher to pass the buck to with a difficult 
pupil.” 

AS FATHER CUDDIGAN and his team of 
sisters. say, there’s always been strong 
parental or lay participation in the

operation of Catholic schools, and parents 
want the kind of education for their 
children that our schools offer. 


Will there be Catholic schools built in 
the future as in the past? “The people will 
decide,” say the educational team. “The 
building of schools in the future will come 
from the demands of the people them- 
selves, working with their bishops and 
priests. 


“Already there are more regional 
schools being built across the nation— 
schools not tied to any single parish but 
shared among several.” 


CATHOLIC SCHOOLS are ‘“‘different 
where it counts” because of the whole 
concept of education in a religious 
context. It’s nota “religious education” but 
education within the total context of a faith 
community. 


There is integration of the religious 


‘aspects of all programs throughout the 


day, and not only in special classes about 
religion or faith. “There is acommunity to 
be formed: and a service to be given” 
proudly claims the team. 


It- all boils down to the faith and 
educational commitment of the people at 
the school. 


“NEVER BEFORE have we been able to 
be so selective in our staffing,” said the 
directors. ‘“Now we have dedicated, 
committed people, with a Christian 
humanistic approach to their ministry of 
teaching. They create an atmosphere of 
faith and open it up in the children. 

“Our schools are bright spots in 
reinforcing life experience.” In former 
days Catholic schools were noted for the 


large numbers of priests and religious in | 


administration and on the teaching 
faculty. This is less so today with the 
change in careers taken by many sisters, 
and with the decrease in availability of 
both priests and sisters. 

“The day is gone when you looked at the 
quality of a Catholic school primarily. inthe 
light of the number of religious teaching 
there,” say the sisters. “All our teachers 
today have a commitment to Catholic 
education and we don't separate religion 
from the lay teacher, as we tended to doin 
the past.”

85 years of faith marked 
in Riverside celebration

RIVERSIDE—“If music be the food of 
celebration, play on.” Shakespeare might 
have misquoted himself had he been at St. 
Francis de Sales. church here on Sunday. 

For the musical feast which filled the 
church—already overflowing with 
people—marked the mass celebrating the 
85th year of the parish. 


MASSED CHOIR members from River- 
side and San Diego in blue robes held 
commanding positions flanking the.altar 
steps, backed by the accompaniment of 
organ and brass, conducted by Father 
John Wagner, associate pastor, and Linda 
Hogan. 

The principal concelebrant for the 
occasion was Bishop Leo T. Maher, while 
on either side of him at the altar was 
someone memorable from the long 
history of the parish. 

The one was the longest serving pastor, 
now emeritus, Msgr. Peter Lynch, and the 
other; the parish’s most famous graduate, 
Archbishop John R.. Quinn, of San 
Francisco, now president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops: 


THE PRESENT pastor, Father Philip 
O’Carroll and his immediate predecessor, 
Father Raymond Kirk, were among the 35 
concelebrants—priests associated with 
the parish over past years. 


The burst of sound opened with the Old 
Hundredth, Psalm 100, calling on “All 
people that on earth do dwell” to “come 
before him and rejoice.” 


A Te Deum in English, brought the 
praise always associated with a great 
church occasion. And the soaring, chord 
filled music of the Sanctus from the 
“Festival Eucharist” of Richard Proulx 
surely uplifted every heart at that evening 
ceremony. 


THE PARISH’S noted son, Archbishop 
Quinn, spoke in his homily of how “with the 
bishop here, with his priests and deacons 
and people in this celebration of the 
eucharist” the mystery of the church was 
fulfilled. 


He spoke, too, of the “tiny, slightly built 
young priest” Father John McCarthy who 
set out in 1893 from San Bernardino with 
his few books and personal belongings’ to 
become the first resident pastor. 


Although, he mused, to the world in 
general it was not a particular moment, “to 
the eye of faith it was a day of great 
significance.” The tree of the church 
“began sending out its shoots”, the tree of 
the troubled church of the 19th century. 


THE. ARCHBISHOP, standing on a spot 
he had known as altar boy to Msgr. Lynch, 
as he grew up in the parish, spoke, too, of 
St. Francis de Sales, the patron of the 
parish, who believed that “everyone is 
called to holiness” and that holiness “is 
the only. real fulfillment there is.” 


He recalled that four churches had been 
built on the present site, two World Wars 
had passed, Vatican I} had come and left 
in its wake changes, but “the original call, 
the challenge to holiness still stands—the 
gently joyful holiness of St. Francis de 
Sales.” 


Deacon of the mass was James Dale, the 
first man ordained in the parish, and as 
one of the concelebrants, Father Rand 
Reichert, the priest ordained inthe church 
that same day in 1976. 


AMONG PRIESTS sharing in the 
celebration were Msgr. George Rice and 
Father Robert Erickson, both graduates 
from the parochial school. It was recalled 
that Msgr. Rice was altar boy the day that 
Father Erickson’s parents were married 
there. 


Recalling the need for cities like 
Riverside to have a church like St. Francis 
in its midst, Bishop Maher said,“The 
church gives the community the values it 
needs.” 


The celebration moved from the church 
to the newest complex of the city, 
Raincross Square, where County Sheriff 
Ben Clark was emcee and newly elected 
Mayor Albert Brown handed over his first 
mayoral proclamation—in honor of the 
parish.

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Family Life Center prepares — 
couples for Christian marriage

Donald Kennedy, head of the Food and 
Drug administration, said recently that he 
would not recommend the use of the pill 
for those he loved. 


Kennedy's statement was made in the 
context of warnings about the health 
hazards of those who take the contra- 
ceptive pill. 


NOTABLE AMONG recent research 


reports is that in the British medical 
journal, the Lancet (Oct. 77), which points 
out the significant increase of mortality 
rates for women using the pill over non- 
users, and even more significantly over 
death rates arising from the complications 
of pregnancy. 


This certainly coincides with the views 
of the diocese’s Family Life Center in San 
Diego. Father Michael Gallagher, the 
center’s director, and Laura Kristal, 
director of the center's Natural Family 
Planning (NFP) program are committed to 
the philosophy of natural family planning 
as well as offering an effective counseling 
and teaching program. ; 


“In NFP”, says Kristal, “the couple takes 
the responsibility for their joint fertility 


observation. When this happens, close- - 


ness and communication between 
couples is promoted. It is non-sexist, 
healthy and inexpensive.” 


THE TEACHING of NFP at the Family 
Life Center, is one of the ways the center 
tries to prepare couples to live a Christian 
marriage. Father Gallagher sees the 
church’s longstanding prohibition against 
contraception as connected fundamen- 
tally with upholding the. value of the 
Christian covenant of marriage. 


“The sacrament of matrimony is a 
celebration, an incarnation of the cove- 


nant that Christ has with us, the church. - 


“There is always this. interdependence 
in the relationship of Jesus with his 


~ church. He becomes dependent on our 


freely accepting or rejecting the salvation 
offered to us. Fie: ; 


“LIKEWISE in marriage the partners 
become interdependent in order to grow 
in the freedom that is ours as sons and 
daughters of God,’ adds the priest- 
counselor. 


Marriage as a Christian covenant, is a 
mutual total consecration of husband to 
wife, Father Gallagher reminds us. “It is a 
personal commitment of life-long love to 
each other without reservation. 


“The sexual union in marriage is a 
renewal of that covenant. The ideal is the 


‘ creative self-giving of Christ. It aims at 


saying: ‘I give you all that am.’ Obviously, 
contraception negates that complete self- 
giving and falls short of that covenant 
ideal.” 


NFP, ACCORDING to the center, offers 
the right alternative to contraception 
because it is very effective and is a shared 
experience between husband and wife. 


Often confused with the rhythm meth- 
od, NFP makes use of a daily. observation 
of awoman’s temperature, cervical mucus 
discharge and other data to pinpoint the 
infertile period of her cycle. : 


By contrast with the rhythm method, 
which might require up to 15 days of 
abstinence a month, the NFP procedure is 
not only more accurate, but need call for 
only an 8 or 9 day abstinence period. 
However, the directors admit, the very 
many fears of couples, thesex-on-demand 
mentality of our society, often influence a 
couple so that their needs undermine 
their values. 


“OUR SOCIETY is hung up on sex as the 
answer to all of our problems,” said Father 
Gallagher. “Sex becomes an end in itself 
rather than something which flows out of 
genuine love, communication, the whole 
relationship and the rhythms of their 
genital sexuality.” . 


The. Family Life Center, one of whose 


tasks is to be an advisory agency for pre- 
and post-marital counseling, is, “strongly 
committed” to the teachings of the church 


on contraception and to the support ~ 
- given to it by the U.S. bishops. — 


HOUSE IS CENTER—A converted 
house near Our Lady of Angels church, 
22nd Street, San Diego was converted 
to be the Family Life Center.

“NFP is a viable method for the majority 
of women, by which couples can plan their 
families,’ according to Kristal, who 


- spends many days “on the road” advising 


at parish centers or elsewhere on NFP and 
is ready to meet with any group seeking 
knowledge. “The couples who seek our 
services consider family planning a 
mutual, responsible choice,” she says. 


AS A CATHOLIC priest Father Gallagher 
says that he tries to put the teaching of the 
church on contraception “in as positive 
manner as | can”. 


He says that no priest can simply give 
the pros and cons and simply let it go at 
that. ‘‘No priest can give a couple 
permission to use artificial birth control,” 
he says. “He does them a disservice if he 
does because the couple are the ones 
responsible.” 


The Family Life Center also coordinates 
the marriage preparation programs of the 
diocese. Asked how the reaction of the 
young people getting married has been to 
the Pre-Cana program, mandatory since 
Nov. 1976, Father Gallagher commented, 
“There is of course some hostility to the 
program which is understandable. None 
of us particularly likes to be told we must

do something. 


“HOWEVER, the overall reaction is quite 
favorable. Eighty percent enjoy the 
program, 10 percent are indifferent and 
10 percent give a negative reaction.” 

Ninety percent of the couples parti- 
cipate in the Pre-Cana program. It is 
conducted in parish centers and lasts 
about eight hours. 


It is mainly an information-type pro- 
gram proposing the ideals and some of the 
practicalities of married living, Father 
Gallagher said. “ 


“BY CONTRAST the Engaged Encounter 
weekend is more formative orientec and 
provides a couple with a unique oppor- 
tunity to begin to build the basis of a solid 
Christian commitment to each other,” he 
added. 


The Family Life Center headquarters isa 
converted house at 655 22nd St., San 
Diego, behind Our Lady of Angels church. 


“Critical to all the work of the center are 
the almost 200 volunteers who really 
make the programs possible,” Father 
Gallagher said. “Their apostolic zeal is a 
constant inspiration to me. |’m privileged 
to work with them.”

_ “There is no way possible 
that a growing diocese can 
fund its service programs 
on all social levels only 
through parish assess- 
ments and ordinary in- 
come,” said Msgr. Rudolph 
Galindo, Stewardship '78 
chairman. 

“The measure of one’s 
faith is the measure in 
which one supports the 
works of faith,” he said. 


“IT 1S EVIDENT this al- 
ways has been the spirit of 
Catholics in this diocese 
from the great progress it

Msgr. Galindo is urg-

More than $1 million of 
Stewardship '78 funds will 
be returned to the parishes. 


Other allocations are 
$585,000 to educational 
ministry, $390,000 for 
priestly formation assis- 
tance and $325,000 to 
Catholic Community Ser- 
vices to fund diocesan 
social programs.

National day of shame 


Squeezed out from our overcrowded issue of last 
week—some weeks we just cannot get all the news 
and views into the pages available—was a report of 
Archbishop John R. Quinn’s statement on our 
“national day of shame”, Jan. 22, the anniversary of 
the U.S. Supreme Court ruling on abortion in 1973. 


The archbishop of San Francisco—who was back 
with us in his boyhood city of Riverside last 
weekend—said Jan. 22 fitted into the same 
category as five other national days of shame. 


He listed them as follows: 


—March 6, 1857, when the Dred Scott decision 
was handed down by the Supreme Court; , 


—Nov. 27, 1868, when Custer’s Seventh Calvary 
massacred Chief Black Kettle’s people at the 
Washita River; 


—July 6, 1892, when strike breakers assaulted 
ay workers seeking decent wages at Homestead, 
a. 


—July 28, 1932, when federal troops drove out of 
Washington, D.C., the ragged army of hungry World 
War | veterans and their families and, 


—Aug. 5, 1945, when the United States exploded 
the first nuclear bomb used in warfare over 
Hiroshima, killing over 70,000 innocent civilians. 


“On each of these dates, human life was 
desecrated,” Archbishop Quinn said. “Each of 
those particular dates makes a particular kind of 
assault on the sanctity of human life: 

—“(1857)—a wrong understanding of black 
persons as property rather than human beings; 


—"“(1868)—a savage policy of extermination or 
subjugation aimed at Native Americans; ; 

—(1892)—an economic philosophy which 
disregarded the value of human labor and the 
personal rights and dignity fo the worker; 

—“(1932)—a governmental blindness to its 
responsibilities toward needy citizens; 

—“(1945)—an expedient decision to eliminate 
tens of thousands of innocent Asians in order to 
achieve an important goal, and 

—“(1973)—a practical contempt for the sanctity 
of preborn human life.” 


Youth in passing 


We were talking...about youth, their 
place in society and the authenticity 
of the sub-culture adults insist they 
inhabit. 


Once upon atime, in those halcyon 
days when youth was a relative and 
transitional stage in the passage to 
adulthood, young people were 
recognized by their elders and 
themselves to be just that—young 
people—adults in formation. 


OUR ATTITUDE and counsel to 
them were directed towards develop- 
ing those qualities of self-discipline, 
respect for the traditions and opinions 
of others, consideration and courtesy 
and other social. niceties judged to be 
desirable in adult behavior in the 
society of the times. 


Disrespect: for authority, and for 
each other, reluctance to face and 
assume the responsibilities of 
significant living, moral vaccilation 
and so on, were understood to be 
endemic to the immaturity and 
underdevelopment of youth. This 
recognition neither excused nor 
ignored, although it sometimes 
deplored, the existence of these 
qualities. 


Youth was a phase through which 


persons inevitably passed, but the 
operative word was ‘‘passed.”’ 
Teenage, far from being a cult, was a 
period through which we passed as 
rapidly as possible, and in which only 
the foolish or emotionally retarded 
chose to tarry. 


BEFORE ‘“‘TEENAGERS” were 
afforded a uniform identity and group 
expression, the post-puberty years 
were those in which we were expected 
to begin to assume something of the 
responsibility and reliability of 
maturity. Our decisions were expect- 
ed to reflect some degree of wisdom 
and detachment. In short, we had to 
meet the challenge of life, respond to 
it and prepare ourselves to make a 
significant contribution. 

Obviously, we did not all achieve 
this goal and many suffered deeply in 
its pursuit. But this was generally 
regarded as a condition of life rather 
than of youth. 

Something happened after World 
War Il. Perhaps that war was too 
traumatic. Perhaps we seemed to be 
faced with too many unanswerable 
problems. ae 

PERHAPS WE BELIEVED that we 
had failed as human beings and as a 
world society. Death seemed every- 


where. So many ideals had been 
betrayed, our faith in our own 
beliefs—our own way of life—was 
undermined. Perhaps it was the 
animal instinct for survival of the 
species that turned our attention to 
youth, as both a promise and 
fulfillment. 


Now, youth was not merely a stage 
of growth, but an ideal, a goal, a 
cherished means and deposit of truth 
and authenticity. We were so con- 
cerned that the youth of tomorrow 
should redeem the errors of today, 
that they should not relinquish the 
struggle we ourselves were too 
uncertain to continue, that a kind of 
nervous permissiveness and anxious 
placating began to mark our relation- 
ship with young people. 

Numerous frightened and inhibited 
adults beat their breasts before 
youthful audiences—not only accus- 
ing but excusing themselves in their 
“mea culpas.” They admitted failure 
and retired from the scene of conflict, 
investing thousands of young people 
with the prophetic cloak of innate 
wisdom and discernment of truth. 


COUNTLESS PERSONS emerging 
into adulthood and tentatively trying 


to face the responsibilities and 
urgency of significant living, found 
themselves isolated from authority 
and discipline and told to do their 
“own thing.” This was the “young 
culture,’’ and their own thing 
incorporated any and everything— 
and why not? The “kids” not only had 
all the questions but all the answers. If 
they didn’t, no one did, it seemed. 

It was and is an intolerable burden 
to place on the young. The youth 
culture has been the scene of 
dangerous and destructive escapism. 
And society has suffered. 


WHAT YOUNG PEOPLE need—and 
what the world needs from them—is 
not some “sub-culture’’ to which they 
are forced by peer pressure to 
conform. They need the simple 
recognition of themselves as people, 
respect for their individual person- 
hood, acceptance of their inade- 
quacies, love for their human being, 
and a sense of belonging. 

Like all people, they need a sense of 
mission, of self-worth—to be assured 
that their contribution is of value and 
necessary for mankind. In the brief 
interim that is youth, their founda- 
tions of maturity and responsibility 
must find firm roots.

A Lutheran view of Luther 


As a Lutheran pastor privileged to teach 
in religious studies at the University of San 
Diego, and to serve on the Ecumenical 
Commission of this diocese, | must 
register a “brotherly complaint’ about 
Father John J: Castelot’s article on Martin 
Luther (SC, Jan. 19). 


It is a pity that this article, which 
appeared during the Week of Prayer for 
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Christian Unity and could have promoted 
ecumenical understanding,. slipped from 
Father Castelot’s usual excellence and 
lapsed into the simplistic. 


Certainly Luther was a very volatile and 
at times deeply troubled personality 
(rather like St. Paul in this respect, as in 
others!) but, as psychiatrist Erik Erikson 
pointed out in “Young Man Luther,” he was 
nevertheless able to become a most 
vigorous ‘and productive adult through 
faith in God's radical grace. 


Father Castelot alludes to the fact that 
Luther eventually “found an answer in his 
personal reading and interpretation of St. 
Paul,” but does. not tell us what this 
answer, the whole Reformation’s faith in 
grace, actually was. Surely the time has 
come for us to try to understand one 
another, and no longer to be content with 
saying that we are “quiet at variance” in 
our views when we may not be anymore! 


Luther's great hymn, “A Mighty Fortress 
Is Our God” (sung by many Catholics 
today), is scarcely the work of a man who 
remained ‘‘fear-ridden’’ and ‘“‘guilt- 
haunted” all his life. > 


Instead-of quoting from the very “pre- 


ecumenical” Philip Hughes, Father © 


Castelot should have referred your 
readers to such Catholic scholars of the 
Reformation as Karl Adam, Joseph Lortz 
and Heiko Obermann, writers who affirm 
Luther and his movement as a voice for 
evangelical renewal within 16th century 
Catholicism and as a herald of Vatican Il in 
many respects.

‘describing him as simply a “victim of 


history” hardly does justice to the abiding 
insights into the gospel which he, for all of 
his admitted faults, has left to the 75 
million Lutheran Christians who comprise 
the largest Protestant community in the 
world today. 


_ Perhaps Father Castelot will write us 
another article if and when the Vatican 
does accept the Augsburg Confession of 
1530, the chief statement of Lutheran 
belief, as “a valid though incomplete 
statement of Christian truth and a joint 
working document toward reunion.” Rome 
has indicated that it might take this step in 
1980, the 450th anniversary of the 
Augsburg Confession. 

And one more thing. It was not Pope 
Innocent X who announced the indul- 
gence to rebuild St. Peter’s and who 
excommunicated Luther. It was Pope Leo 
X, a Medici and patron of Raphael. We 
Lutherans remember him!

John Calvin’s Utopia 
He enforced ideals 
by dress codes and force 


By Father John J. Castelot 


John Calvin was the foremost figure of the 
Protestant Reformation. But while one can 
admire his brilliance, idealism, discipline, and 
devotion to what he considered the will of 
God, one looks in vain for some spark of 
warmth, of humor, of compassion—all those 
qualities that make a person, if not lovable, at 
least likable. 


He was born on July 10, 1509 in Noyon, a 
small city of northeastern France. His father, 
Gerard Calvin, handled legal business affairs 
for the bishop, and it was in this atmosphere 
that John grew up. 


HIS MOTHER died while he was still a boy 
and his father remarried. The household does 
not seem to have been exactly lighthearted; 
the father’s will was law. 


John was started on a path which would 
have led to a career in the church, and the 
bishop helped out financially. At the age of 12 
the boy was given a position on the cathedral 
staff. 


He was soon off to Paris to continue his 
education. His Latin teacher, Father 
Marthurin Cordier, was one of the best of the 
day; but he was quite sympathetic to reform 
and later joined Calvin in Geneva. 


LATER HE moved to the College of 
Montaigue for theology. The college, 
however, was a dismal place, where discipline 
took top priority and recreation was 
considered just short of sinful. Apparently 
this suited John’s temperament. 


However, he soon got word from home to 
switch from theology to law, at Orleans. His 
father had a long dispute with the cathedral 
authorities over a business matter and was 
excommunicated in the process. 


When his father died in 1532, the young 
man returned to Paris to resume studies more 


Becoming human 


to his liking, including Greek and Hebrew, 
and published his first scholarly work. 


IN 1533 OR 1534, he experienced a 
“sudden conversion” and espoused the 
doctrines of the Reformers. Then his good 
friend, Nicholas Cop, was appointed rector of 
the University of Paris and his inaugural 
address was a bombshell. It was shot 
through with undisguised Lutheranism and 
he was forced to leave the city. Calvin was 
suspected of having had a hand in the 
composition of the talk and he too had to flee. 


In Basel, Switzerland, he wrote his most 
famous theological work, known popularly as 
“The Institutes,” which was to undergo 
several revisions and expansions and, in 
translation, was to exert tremendous 
influence on the religious thinking of Europe. 
He managed to get back to, Paris to clear up 
some business and intended to go from there 
to Strasbourg. 


However, a war was in progress and he had 
to go by way of Geneva, a detour that 
changed his whole life. A compatriot and 
zealous co-religionist. Guillaume Farel, heard 
of his arrival and persuaded him to stay. 


GENEVA WAS at that time a city of 
13,000 ruled by a relatively small clique. The 
church had been proscribed, Protestantism 
had gained the upper hand; but the new 
church was badly in need of organization. 


Calvin devoted himself to. this project, but 
the plan he presented to the city fathers was 
so rigorous and rigid as to be alarming. And 
when a faction opposed to him took office, he 
and Farel were banished. 


He then went to Strasbourg as pastor of a 
church. Here he composed his own liturgy, 
published a new edition of “The Institutes” 
and the first of several volumes of scriptural 
commentaries. In 1540, he married the widow 
of one of his converts; they had a son who 
died shortly after birth. 


Personal growth must

The pursuit of self-fulfillment is a hollow 
journey that leaves the door open to those 
experiences which our limited wisdom deems 
worthwhile. It is a circular route which has no 
opportunity for surprises. It rules out 
experiences which push us in the direction of 
self-transcendence, which have the power to 
take us beyond ourself. 


To pursue self is opposed to the honest 


journey of becoming most human, for when 
we are most human we can reach out to 
others and for the stars. 


THIS SUBJECT—does self-fulfillment 
constitute any kind of Utopia?—kept bringing 
me back to an experience which had much to 
do with my own discovery of faith. 


I was working in a pediatric hospital where 
a nine-year-old boy was dying from a brain 
tumor. The child’s father chose to talk again 
and again with me, a single woman 15 years 
younger than himself. I felt that I had to talk 
with him, to be available. 


Sometimes I would go home resentful that 
he could not have chosen another aide or 
nurse who had a mate, and perhaps children, 
because I would have to go home to my lonely 
apartment and there face his questions. | 
could not leave it all at the hospital. 


IT WAS DIFFICULT to talk with him 
because I was continually reminded of my 
own mortality and loneliness. The child 
deteriorated for months, and while our talks 
were not daily, they were intense. 


It was only much later that I realized how 
much I had truly been blessed by God for that 
initial, but grudging willingness to be open to 
this suffering father. Any resentment I had 
harbored, based on my own life, was lost in his 
greater need.

Does self-fulfillment lead to Utopia? 


John Calvin 


AFTER ABOUT three years, his 
sympathizers managed to ‘have him recalled 
toa nearly-chaotic Geneva, where he 
presented a new civil-religious constitution 
under the title “Ecclesiastical Ordinances.” It 
was the basis of his plan for a utopia, an ideal 
state which was really a church. 


In Calvin’s plan, there were four ministries: 
pastors, teachers, elders and deacons. A 
council of elders and pastors would watch 
over citizens’ conduct. 


All behavior was rigidly controlled, and an 
espionage system was set up to report 
transgressors. Clothing style was specified, 
right down to shoe-types. People were 
compelled to attend several sermons a week 
and communion on Sunday. 


Critics of the regime were beheaded. 
Calvin’s utopia became a moral police state, 
directed by Calvin himself, right until his 
death, which came in 1564, after several years 
of poor health. 


lead beyond ourselves 


I know now what a gift it was that this man 
shared his son’s death with me. I had known 
people who had died. I had talked with others 
of their experiences in facing death, but I had 
never shared with a father the experience of a 
son’s dying while it was happening. 


MY INITIAL reaction had been that I 
didn’t need this suffering in my own sad life at 
the time. The last thing I needed, I thought, 


_ was another experience concerning death 


and loneliness. 


I thought that as a single, childless person I 
had no comon ground with this father. I 
thought I had enough experiences with tragic 
sudden death—a sister, friends, acquaint- 
ances. 


And yet, I was impressed by this father’s 
fidelity to his God and to his church. | was 
impressed by his commitment to being a 
father and a husband, and by his commitment 
to long hard hours as a skilled laborer. 


I-WAS impressed by the cohesiveness of 
that extended Irish family. I was in awe of his 
strength as he spoke of taking the child home 
and bringing him back to health. 


I couldn’t understand why I cried 
intermittently the day his son died. For I had 
known this boy only as a person unable to do 
any of those things by which we commonly 


make distinctions between human and 
vegetable. 


My sense of what constituted self- 
fulfillment rejected this experience that was 
played out over some months’ time. It didn’t 
make sense to me. 


BUT FOR some human thing in me, | 
would not have tried on this father’s suffering 
to that small degree, and would not have been 
able to get away from my own. I had to rise 


above myself to be a willing companion to this- 


man in his suffering. 


The pursuit of self-fulfillment is a denial of 
our humanity. It assumes that we need 
justification for being, when God's very gift of 
life justifies our existence—even as it justified 
the shadow of life left in that dying child. 


Perhaps an estimate of whether one’s 
behavior is aimed toward self-fulfillment or 
toward self-transcendence is in how 
approachable one is. If one is concerned with 
self-fulfillment, then so many things in life are 
inconveniences—the unplanned child for 
instance, where one can say yes or one can 
say no and opt for abortion. 


Very few of life’s experiences can lead 
directly to  self-fulfillment, but almost all 
provide opportunities to put the other first, 
and to become more of the truly human being 
God meant us to be. 
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Jung saw his science as involving the spiritual —

Car! Gustav Jung, generally considered the 
founder of the school of analytical 
psychology, began as a disciple of Sigmund 
Freud but split with Freud because he came 
to believe Freud’s view of human behavior 
and the wellsprings which motivate it was far 
too narrow. 


Jung, in a sense, took the theories. of 
Sigmund Frued and “baptized” them—made 
them more in harmony with a spiritual view of 
man held by religious thinkers. 


JUNG WAS born in Kesswyl, Switzer- 
land, in 1875. One day in college, he chanced 
upon a book on spiritualist phenomena which 
reminded him of stories he heard in the Swiss 
countryside. He knew that such legends had 
been reported from all parts of the world. 


Jung felt that the strange tales could not be 
the products of religious “superstition” since 
religious teachings differ and these accounts 
were strikingly similar. Instead, he reasoned, 
they must be connected with the objective 
behavior of the psyche, but Jung found to his 
amazement that his friends resisted such 
ideas. 


“I had the feeling,” he later wrote, “that I 
had pushed to the brink of the world, but what 
was, of burning interest to me was null and 


void for. others, and even a cause of dread. I 


could find no explanation for this. — 


“AFTER ALL, there was nothing 
preposterous and world-shaking in the idea 
that there might be events which overstepped 
the limited categories of space, time, and 
causality. Animals were known to sense 
beforehand storms and earthquakes. There 
were dreams which foresaw the death of 
certain persons, clocks which stopped at the 
moment of death, glasses which shattered at 
the critical moment. 


“All these things had been taken for 
granted in the world of my childhood. And 


_ now I was apparently the only person who 


had ever heard of them.” 


Jung’s decision to become a psychiatrist 
may be traced from this point, and it was on 
the basis of such observations that he 
eventually constructed his theory of the 
collective unconscious that is the seat of 
“archtypes,” inherited predispositions 
reflecting the entire history of man. 


HE AND FREUD eventually gave up their 
‘close ties because of 'theit continuing 


disagreements. In particular, Jung felt that . 


Freud’s concept of the unconscious was too 
limited, and that Freud’s famous theory of the 
libido had to be broadened to give due weight 
to drives other than the sexual. 


Jung was much more concerned with the 
conscious than was Freud, whose theory. of 
repetition and compulsion suggested that 
man was acting out repeatedly the influences 
of the early years of life. 

And from his own practice Jung was 
familiar with cases in which, as he put it, “the 
question of sexuality played a subordinate 
part, other factors, standing in the 
foreground—the problem of social adapta- 
tion, of oppression by tragic circumstances of 
life, prestige considerations, and so on.” 


JUNG’S BIG BREAK with Freud came in 
1910, the year of the Second Congress of the 
Association of Psycho-Analysis. Still 
regarding Jung as his heir apparent, Freud 
arrived at the Congress insisting, over 
outspoken opposition, that his chosen 
successor be named its permanent president. 

But there was a condition attached. 
“Promise me,” Freud begged Jung, “never to 
abandon the sexual theory. That is the most 


essential thing of all. You see, we must make a " 


dogma of it, an unshakable. bulwark.” 


When Jung asked, “A bulwark—against 
what?” Freud replied, “Against the black tide 
of mud—of occultism.” 


‘THAT WAS the thing that struck at the

heart of our friendship,” Jung later recalled. “I 
knew that I would never be able to accept 
such an attitude. What Freud seemed to 
mean by ‘occultism’ was virtually everything 
that philosophy and religion had learned 
about the psyche. 


“To me the sexual theory was just as 
occult, just as unproven an hypothesis as 
many other speculative views. As I saw it, a 
scientific truth was a hypothesis that might be 


adequate for the moment but was not to be 
preserved as an article of faith for all time.” 


Jung is important to theologians and 
religious educators because he believed 
deeply that people have spiritual longings and 
aspirations and placed much emphasis on the 
need to develop a spiritual life. 


Jung died after a brief illness at his home in 
Zurich on June 6, 1961, seven weeks shy of 
his 86th birthday.

It seems inevitable that one extreme is 
apparently bound to generate another 
extreme. Luther extolled the God of mercy, 
love and forgiveness. Calvin proclaimed the 
God of judgment, vengeance and condem- 
nation. 


Calvin taught that God has predestined 
both the saved and.the damned. Some were 
divinely destined for heaven, others for hell. 


AS CALVIN saw it, God has willed ahead 
of time even the smallest of deeds. God will 
save some and damn others. Why does God 
act this way? Calvin’s answer: Because that is 
the way God likes to do things. The portrayal 
of such a capricious God was bound to scare 
people. 


Basically, the only hope for salvation was to 
belong to Calvin’s congregation and believe 


-and do what one was told. Outside his church - 


_ there was no salvation. 


HENCE THE MOST dreaded thing that 
could happen to a Calvinist was ex- 
communication—a threat more immediately 
real even than the imagined angry looks of 
God. This was hardly to be a free assembly of 
believers. 


Calvin constructed what he called a 
“divine commonwealth” at Geneva. It was 
nothing less than a sacred police state. The 
elected lay elders of the congregation worked 
together with professional informers and the 
political leaders of the city to enforce the 
beliefs and practices of Calvinism. 


When necessary, the lay elders would issue 
decrees of excommunication. The local 
judges and police would see that the 
excommunications were carried out. 


WHAT WERE some of the crimes one 
could commit? Kneeling on a spouses’ grave 
and saying, ‘Rest in peace.’ Curing a 
husband by tying a walnut with a spider inside 
it around his neck. A barber tonsuring a 
priest. Criticizing the authorities for 


persecuting anyone for his religious beliefs. 
Not keeping the laws against gambling, 
dancing, singing off-color songs, staying up 
after nine at night, spouting a few curse words 
after some beers in a tavern, wasting money 
and dirtying the streets. 


Luther had initiated some teaching about 
freedom of conscience and personal 
expression. But in Calvin’s divine common- 
wealth, citizens were subjected to a rigid form 
of thought control and behavior modification 
that would look painfully familiar in some of 
the 20th century police states. 


It was his wing of the Reformation that most 
influenced the Puritans who came to 
America. Read the fire and brimstone 
sermons of Puritan Cotton Mather and other 
similar Protestant divines of the early colonial 
period. 

MANY SOCIAL critics and historians 
have noted a more than casual link between 
this Calvinist form of Protestantism and 
American capitalism. The richer and cleaner 


people were, the more it seemed that God 
loved them and blessed their efforts. 


Of course, since money was not to be spent 
on foolish pleasures there was no place else to 
put it except back into the business. Hence, if 
one might state it this way, the American heirs 
of the Calvinist vision were doomed to 
prosper. 


One thing that did not travel well across 
the Atlantic was the concept of the divine 
commonwealth, with its techniques of 
thought control and excommunication. 
There were some instances of a temporary 
transplant, as illustrated in the Salem witch 
trials, but by and large the severity of asacred 
police state mercifully never. took root. 


TIME HAS softened the original 
message and practice. The values of thrift and 
cleanliness could use a new hearing today, 
and the sense of sin as well. In all exagger- 
ations there is a grain of truth. Perhaps we 
should plant that grain again.

Whether it is the effect of young 
“liberated” women entering the news 
business in greater numbers or 
whether it’s their views on abortion 
showing through, or both, the report- 
ing on the recent march for life events 
in San Diego—and elsewhere—shows 
a regrettable lapse of journalistic 
probity.’ 

The front page of the San Diego 
Union for Jan. 23, is an outstanding 
example of the biased reporting. It 
features “equal treatment” of pro and 
con abortion views on the day 
following the Jan. 22 march. 


HOWEVER, TO REPORT in equal 
space a minor “march” by about 100 
pro-abortion people outside a hospital 
and a march by nearly 4,000 women, 
men and children (according to 
police estimates) through the down- 
town streets surely makes a mockery 
of newsgathering. 


By what possible measure can a 
minor protest of 100 be compared 
equally with that of some 4,000 (or 
even the 2,500 the Union's reporter 
gave as the figure)? 


Equal treatment in words and 
pictures so it seems. But there’s the 
rub. The story jumps, as we Say in 
newspaper jargon, from page 1 to 
page 4. And the pro-abortion state- 
ments and ridiculous claims against 
the Catholic church by NOW officials 
are all given on page 1 of the local 
news section. The anti-abortion report 
is all in the “jump” inside the section. 


THIS APPEARED two days after the 
same newspaper, announcing the 
marches scheduled for that day, 
ended the story by stating that “the 
Roman Catholic Diocese of San Diego 
has scheduled several observances. 
for the day...” : 


The diocese did not schedule one 
event, and the main march was, as 
any informed reporter ought to know, 
sponsored by half a dozen organi- 
zations, none of which was the 
Catholic church. 


But the simplistic approach to 
abortion, offered by immature 
reporters and old hands like Walter 
Cronkite alike, is that it’s only that 
nasty Catholic church which keeps 
bringing up. this abortion business. 


THE UNION’S COMPANION even- 
ing paper, the Evening Tribune, 
obviously relied on secondhand 
material. In an account which was 
inaccurately headed “Rallies note 
edict on abortion” they gave NOW and 
the small group of supporters eight 
paragraphs and the march and rally 
by some 4,000 got three paragraphs. 
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MARCHES MARK COURT DECISION ANNIVERSARY 


Pros, Cons Of Legalized Abortion Voiced At Rallies

Carrying signs and marching, pro-life and pro-abortion 
activists held separate downtown rallies yesterday to 
mark the fifth anniversary of the Supreme Court's 1973 
decision legalizing abortion. 

About 100 pro-abortionists circled quietly in front of 
Centre City: Hospital on Elm Street shortly after noon. An 
hour and a half later, almost 2,500 right-to-life supporters 
met at the Community Concourse plaza to hear speeches 
and march in the street. 

The pro-abortion faction, many of them members of 
the local chapters of the National Organization for 
Women (NOW) and the National Women’s Political 


Caucus (NWPC), called for state and federal funding of 
abortions. 

“Without it, needy women will die because they can’t 
afford safe abortions," said Anne Radlow, NWPC presi- 
dent. “The rich can afford it.” 

Radlow urged listeners to oppose the re-election of 
legislators who don't support abortions for women. “The 
state has a responsibility to relieve the problems of the 
less fortunate, not to compound them,” she said. 

Pro-abortionists chose a hospital as a backdrop for the 
march in order to dramatize their demands for safe 
abortions, said Joan Casale, NOW president. 

“We want to dramatize the fact that we want to use 
doctors’ offices and hospitals and not back alleys in

which to get abortions,” she said. 

She said the pro-abortion people want legislators to poll 
their constituents on abortion and then vote on abortion 
funding accordingly. 

The Catholic Church has been a prime supporter of the 
right- to-life group movement, she said, because its 
membership is sagging. 

“We say the bishop has an empty carriage,” Casale 
said, "That means the Catholic. Church's involvement in 
the issue is the result of a population problem. 

“Infant baptisms account for 90 percent of all new 
Catholics.” she said. “And statistics show that, of the 
women who get abortions, the number of Catholics is 
very high. 


“So, the church has to stop this, if it wants new 
members.” 


As the pro-abortion group was disbanding, hundreds of 
right-to-life supporters were meeting at the concourse 
plaza, which was ringed with booths filled with pro-life 
literature and petitions. 


The event began with music by a folk band and

Street to Seventh Avenue to B Street and back to the 
plaza.

‘TV gives devil greatest opportunity since Eden’ 


“Television has provided the devil 
with the greatest opportunity in 
human history since Adam was 
pushed out of Eden,” according to 
British satirist Malcolm Muggeridge. 


The depth of Muggeridge’s disgust 
with television seemed endless as he 
spoke at various sessions of the 35th 
annual National Religious Broad- 
casters (NRB) convention last week in 
Washington, D.C. 


MUGGERIDGE BLAMED television 
for eroding traditional values and 
respect for human life. ; 


He compared the effects to a 
“hideous experiment involving frogs, 
who were put in a pan of cold water, 
gradually heated to the boiling point. 
The frogs died, but so gradual was the 
increasing heat that it never occurred 
to them to try to get out.” 


“We are the frogs and the gas ring

underlining a commitment ta service and 
strengthening the faith commitment of all 
in the school community. 


Where five years ago there were 54 
percent lay teachers in our elementary 
schools, today there are 65 percent. More 
than 15 percent of principals today are 
laypersons. 


“There is a creative stability in our 
schools which is very real,” they claim 
proudly. “There is a true call to ministry. 
It’s not just a teaching job. The diocese is 
blessed in the way we are called to 
minister, in response to a need.” 


AND TEACHERS at Catholic schools 
make sacrifices in order to fulfill that 
ministry, whether religious or lay. Sisters 
receive pay ona scale set up for California 
by the bishops which brings them $4,200 
a year. Out of this $2,400 goes to support a 
retired member of the religious commun- 
ity. 

Lay teachers are on a salary.which 
certainly doesn’t put them among the 
affluent and in many cases is less than 
$10,000 a year. There is a very real 
“contributed services” factor in both lay 
and religious dedication to Catholic 
schools. 


Have Americans ever paid enough for 
their Catholic education? The team shake 
their collective heads. Contributed 
services have always played a major part 
in keeping the cost of Catholic education 
down. So has the generally more eco- 


— nomic way of operating our schools. 


IN GENERAL TERMS Catholic schools 
cost way below $1,000 a year per student, 
while public schools in the area are well 
above the $1,000 mark.
